It may seem that Sen. 
Gore's logic 


is unassailable. Furthermore, stockhold- 
ers are complaining that these stock op- 
tion plans are merely a way of diluting 
the stockholders" holdings to compensate 
employees by turning over to them some 
of the stockholders" property and at the 
same time passing on to others a good 
share of the ta.\ burden which they must 
curr> \\ithoui any such advantage as the 
corporation executives have. 


On the face of it Sen. Gore should have 


a r-jpu-ur issue. That :n i-self mav be a 
i.joc reason fur examining it further. The 
practice is permitted by la-.v not to make 
corporation executives rich but rather as 
an incentive for them to do better work, 
to increase production and thus to benefit 
the stockholder. Now. since the issue is 
before Congress, would be 2. good time to 
find cut whether the stock option plans 
realiy operate ss a true incentive to better 
production and to the ultimate benefit of 
the srockholders. 


Milhons are being poured into such 


plans by corporations and the general 
public is paying for a good share of it 
through favorable tax treatment of execu- 
tives. If it is a good arrangement bringing 
the benefits claimed it should be con- 
tinued, if not it should be revised or per- 
haps abolished. If our individual income 
tax rates are so inequitable as to make 
it impossible for corporations to pay ex- 
ecutives the salaries they deserve, they 
should be revised. Perhaps, if the income 
tax rates were less sharply progressive, 
there would be no occasion to argue over 
special devices to provide incentive oav.

While ••fi-xes" and other forms of cheating are re- 


prehensible in any line of endeavor, they're especially 
loathsome in athletics. The words "sports" and "sports- 
manship" themseives connote such craaiities as fair- 
ness and honesty. They're ostensibly among the biggest 
benefits that athletics can offer. Thus, a sickening af- 
fair like the college basketball scandal smudges the 
general image of sports. To me. this aifair is even more 
revolting.—if that's possible—than the professional box- 
ing mess that recently carne to light during an investiga- 
tion. If college basketball players—supposedly among 
the cream of our young manhood—are susceptible to 
bribes, we're in trouble. It's one thing for pro boxers— 
many of whom are products of slums, little education 
and no-opportunity childhoods—to be victimized by the 
temptation of underworld money. 
It's quite another 


thing for intellectually-stronger college men — benefici- 
aries of scholarships and other aids — to be that gullible. 


While this small group of known violators^merits oj.ir 


condemnation. it's important to keep the problem in 
perspective. 
We should no more censure all college 


basketball players because of these tainted few than it's 
fair to distrust all bank tellers because of a few widely- 
publicized embezzlements. There's no quick solution 
to the problem—for potential fixers will continue to 
lurk in the shadows. But a general climate of public 
aversion i refusal to patronize "card" purveyors'!, decisive 
law enforcement iquick ferreting out and severe punish- 
menti and increased vigilance iby coaches and other 
athletic officials) could eventually freeze this undersir- 
able element out of sports.
